The new plans for Milwaukee cover 
nine square miles of city property and

Main thor¬ 
oughfares will have a minimmiv^ipth 
of I JO feet, which is jo feet wider than 
Massachcscyt* avenue in North Cam¬ 
bridge. and main pleasure drives will 
have a minimum width of t5*> feet, 
thus*allowing ample space for plant¬ 
ing. as well as providing u -pccial 
motorway for rapid moving vehicles. 
These Milwaukee plans also show 
foresight j»L the -election of park* and 
playgrounds, thereby saving unneces¬ 
sary expense later on.

It is significant for three reasons: 
In the first place, it is not merely talk. 
I believe iu discussion, but only as a 
preliminary stage to action. Mere talk 
mIikIi dm-s not lead to action not only 
fail* to be useful, but is. usually posi¬ 
tively harmful. The Milwaukee steps 
leading to improvement were: First, 
discussion; then tentative plans, fol¬ 
lowed by definite plans; and now fol¬ 
lowed by prompt official action. The 
whole period occupied has been only 
about two years. 

A second reason .for attaching im¬ 
portance t<» Milwaukee's city' plan¬ 
ning is that all public bodies are co¬ 
operating. -The city government, the 
city park commission; the county park 
commission and the metropolitan 
park commission, aiul the county 
board of supervisors are all working 
together toward common rndft. And 
ill their- work they have also the co¬ 
operation of private individuals. This 
iis a contrast to what we. too, often 
j see where one ward of a city com¬ 
petes with another the city with the 
’comity, the county with- the mate and 
public officials with private individ¬ 
ual*.

The franchise of a street railway, or any 
other public utility, is a contract between 
the company and the city for the use of the 
streets in furnishing transportation, electric 
light, etc., for the Public. 

There is no money or property value in 
the franchise itself. The franchise enables 
the company to build and operate the pro¬ 
perty for the use of the Public, restricting 
the company to fair and reasonable charges 
for the service fumis! ed 

•The franchise gives the.company the right 
Bise. certain restricted .space in the city 
Sets in serving the Public. In making 
of this privilege, the company must 
nrnish all the capital and take all the risks 
v the burins**. 


A franchise is of value to the Public be¬ 
cause of the service which the people receive 
from the company holding the franchise. 
This value is great or small according to 
the usefulness of the service. 

Public service companies are allowed to 
use the streets because in that way they can 
serve the Public best at reasonable rates.
